M. Tblnbeaut, secretary of 
the French embassy, in the prepara- 
tion in formal shape of two copies of 
the protocol, one in English and one 
in French. 
These were prepared care- 


fully, the idiomatic variance in the two 
languages necessitating tne greatest 
caution in order that the identical 
character of the two copies should be 
preserved.

From this 


fact it is deduced that the extra condi- 
tions or qualifications sought to be 
imposed by the Spanish government 
were abandoned at least in large part 
by the French ambassador 
This de- 


duction is supported by the circum- 
stance thatin theearly morning.and be- 
fore the conference between Secietary 
Day and M Cambon, which resulted in 
the agreement, there was a orevalent 
impression, based-upon the utterances 
of public men who had talked with th"e 
president, that the Spanish answer 
was unsatisfactory and that the nego- 
tiations looked as if 
they might 


terminate suddenly. 
As this situa- 


tion changed s>o suddenly after the 
conference, it may be 
fairly as- 


sumed that the ambassador abandoned 
the conditions which the president 
was reputed to have regarded as un- 
satisfactory. It is believed that the 
•orotocol carries within itself provision 
for the cessation of hostilities. On 
this point the naval contingent is 
urgent that our government adopt 
the Napoleonic policy of 
refusing 


to enter into an armistice 
with- 


out requiring some substantial pledge 
to 
iecure 
the 
consummation of 


peace. What they particularly desire 
is that our poveriiinent shall demand 
as a condition of. the cessation of hos- 
tilities the surrender to the United 
States military foreea of Morro caatte, 
bt the entrance of Havana harbor, and 
some such points of vantage at the 
other important port* In the territory 
soon to tall nnder our control.

also prevented normal, proper decay 
of the tissues from going on. since, as 
migkt be seen from pathological speci- 
mens preserved in it, it hardened the 
tissues, as well as producing an ex- 
citement of the nervous system. 
The 


hardening process caused by alcohol 
also prevented the blood flowing freely 
into the lungs, thus hindering oxidu- 
tion. whilst the deplorable condition 
of the man or woman described by the 
term "sot" showed how the mental 
control of all bodily functions was 
hindered by its use. 


Mr. Churchill then referred to the 


sensitive nature of the inner being, 
especially to the sensitiveness of the 
alimentary canal, and compared the 
red lines marked on the surface of the 
anemones to the condition of a drunk- 
ard's stomach This extreme sensitive- 
ness caused many to become victims to

For his services in connection with the 
prosecution ot the Ashantee and Zulu 
wars he received a C B , and, later, was 
advanced to the Knight Commander of 
that order. In 1SSS he was promoted 
Assistant Under Secretary of State for 
War, becoming Permanent Under Sec-

retary in 1895. On the occasion of the 
queen's diamond jubilee he wt* dec- 
orated with the Gran<S Cross Pf the 
Bath, and shortly afterwards retired 
from the public service owing to ill- 
lieailh. Within the past three months 
be has been very prominently before 
the public owing to the controversy 
in the London Times with Mr. H. O. 
Arnold Forster on The subject of the 
condition of the British army. In this 
discussion he %as completely triumph- 
ant. 
His peerage is the first to be 


given to a native of the British colo- 
nies, and marks a new departure In 
the policy of the imperial authorities 
in the distribution of honors of this 
character. 


The peerage revives a title which 


was in the Haliburton family for near- 
ly two hundred years. 
Sir Walter 


Haliburton, Loid High Treasurer of 
Scotland (1439-49), who married 
a 


daughter of the regent Albany, having 
been created Lord Haliburton o£ Dirl- 
ton in 1440. 


The sixth Lord Haliburton left no 


sons, and as was common in Scotland 
in those days his lands and titles de- 
scended to his eldest daughter. She 
married Lord Ruthvea. and carried the 
title and estates into that family. Their 
son was created Earl Gowne in 1581, 
and In 1600 the Gowrio conspiracy end- 
ed in his titles and estates being for- 
feited with his life. The title of Lord 
Haliburton thus reverted to the crown, 
and has never been restored 
Sir Wal- 


ter Scott wrote "A Memorial of the 
Haliburtons" to prove that he, through 
his grandmother, a Halibarton was the 
sole representative of an extinct fam- 
ily, and that he was. therefore, entitled 
to the burial place of the Haliburto 
in Dryburgh Abbey, where his bones 
now rest. He was apparently unaware 
that a branch of the family had gone 
to America and still su>^ ived there. 


Lord Haliburton has an only brother 


living in Canada, Robert Grant Hali- 
burton, Q. C . D C. L., formerly of the 
Ottawa bar 
His elder sister is mar- 


ried to Wm Cnnarcl. Esq , a son of the 
late Sir Samuel Cunard, Bart of ocean 
steamship fame. 
Another sister was 


married to the latp MI Justice Wei- 
don of New Brunswick, and another to 
the Venerable Archdeacon Gilpin, D. C. 
L., of Nova Scotia

THE NEW PREMIER OF FRANCE. 


Eugene Henri Brisson had occupied 


the chair of the presidency of the cham- 
ber of deputies longer than any other 
person when he was defeated for re- 
election on the second ballot on June 2 
by the government candidate M. De- 
schanel. M. Brisson was elected to the 
national assembly Feb. 8, 1871. He 
had pieviously been defeated in 1869, 
in an attempt to enter the corps legis- 
latif. An honorable careei in the cham- 
ber followed 
It was after the fall of 


the cabinet of Jules Ferry, March 31, 
1885, and after the ineffectual attempts 
of M de Freycmet to form a cabinet, 
that the president called upon M. Bris- 
son to be premier. The task seemed 
then hopeless. Nevertheless M. Brisson 
succeeded, and his cabinet went into 
office April 6, 1SS5, he occupying the 
premiership ant5 the portfolio of the 
minister of justice His cabinet might 
have been called a moderate republican 
one. In the winter of 18S5, his cabinet 
nearly sustained a defeat, owing to a 
formidable coalition in the chamber 
against the government's policy in 
Tonkin and Madagascar 
He gave way 


to the moie liberal policy advanced by 


HENRI BRISSON. 


M de Freycmet in 1886 and retired 
from the ministry 
In 1895 he was an 


important candidate for the presidency 
of Fiance.

The Abbe Bourrier of Marseilles, who 


recently became an agnostic, has es- 
tablished a feort of a doubting priests' 
home at Sevres. He wishes to prove 
that priests do not always abandon 
their calling or live freely. The daily 
routine is that of a religious-communi. 
ty. The aim of the institute Is to 
bridge over the period of discourage- 
ment through which the fallen priest 
has to pass. The movement Is sup- 
ported by funds from the French Re- 
formed Protestant consistories, but the 
fullest freedom of conscience is 
al- 


lowed.

attending them were actually working 
for wages, the returns being made from 
the higher standards only.

working for their parents; a form of 
employment which is held 
oy many

industries.

A little girl of 10 works for seven 
and a half hours a daj two and a half 
before school, which means beginning 
about 6 a m., the best part of an hour 
at midday, four hours aftSr school, and 
all day the Saturday "holidav " "All 
daj" Saturday Is, indeed, a very com- 
mon return, and this is no play-work, 
but hard, unremitting toil, such as 
wearies grown men and women. What 
can we expect of physical or intellec- 
tual development under such condi- 
t. ns? Small wonder that teachers on 
all hands testify that the little wage- 
earners come to school dull and sleepy, 
that their strength is too heavily tax- 
ed, and that "they have no real child- 
hood." The system presses most heav- 
ily upon the brightest and uiost intel- 
ligent, who are able to pass the stand- 
ards and leave school earliest, and m 
a great measure nullifies the care that 
is being exercised to secuie a good 
education to the children of the na- 
tion, aiany small boys are eir.plcjaJ 
late Saturday night as shopwatcheis, 
that is, to watch the open stalls upon 
which goods are exposed in the poorer 
streets; this strolling up and down for 
hours outside a sufficiently ungenial 
pursuit for a 
c?ld 
or wet winter's 


night. 


By the time they grow up these chil- 


dren have imbibed a taste for casual 
occupation, and no attempt is made to 
secure adequate and specific training. 
This may account in part for the fact 
that out of all the boys who left the 
London elementary schools in 1S95 un- 
der one thousand were .traced to skilled 
emplovrneut, while over eight thousand 
had drifted into the ranks of unskilled 
labor. It is by no means always the 
poorest parents who thus exploit their 
children's powers; in some of the hum- 
blest homes thp teachers find real sac- 
rifices made and consideration evinced 
for the child's best good, while 
the 


father!* of many of those who are los- 
ing joiith and health and the chance 
of rising in the future for a miserable 
s-hilling or two a week, are constantly 
letnrned as "foreman" or "(-simian," 
or in othor good positions. Such par- 
ents have no scruple about taking their 
children from school as soon as the 
compulsory standard Is passed. 
In 


some towns scarcely any children re- 
main at school after the eleventh year, 
and In many districts children of 10, 
especially if above the average in In- 
tellect, are exempted from further at- 
tendance.—Pall Mall Gnzettc
